The West Awake. 

The ironies of fortune are well illus- 
trated by the story of University College, 
Galway. Founded, in 1849, as a result of 
Sir Robert Peel’s legislation, the College 
incurred the instant hostility of the Roman 
Catholic Church. The Synod of Thurles 
denounced it as ‘‘ godless.’’ The popular 
party in Irish politics treated it with 
scorn. Never was any. institution. estab- 
lished under bleaker auspices than those 
which’ frowned upon this ‘alien seat of 
learning, planted on the western shore of 
Ireland's poorest province. Yet the 
Galway College not only lived, but thrived. 
It was happy in the distinguished men 
who guided its destinies, and’ its schools 
of medicine. and engineering won a more 
than insular reputation. After 1879 the 
College became a-constituent of the Royal 
University of. Ireland and continued 
to prosper academically, although the 
religious and political bans had not been 
lifted. These limitations vanished when 
the National University was founded ; 
and at last, with the establishment of the 
Saorstat, came the fullness of freedom. 
The College had become truly a college of 
the people ; bishops of the Roman Catholic 


was the world. Its graduates gave great 
‘administrators to India, built bridges and 
railways throughout the Empire, sent 
brilliant doctors to the London hospitals 
end to the medical services of the British 
Navy and Army. Under the new scheme 
of things, as it appears, the College's 
world will be the parish. Men will be 
equipped with knowledge which, we doubt 
not, will have much value within the 
borders of Connaught and, perhaps, of the 
twenty-six counties, but may be valueless 
in the unbordered domains of human 
i thought and action.

Money from Moscow. 

Yesterday’s Russian debate in the House 
of Commons had one good result. It 
proved that His Majesty’s Government, 
while keenly alive to the treachery of the 
Soviets, has no intention of precipitating 
an international crisis at the behest of 
well-meaning, but impetuous, persons, who 
see a Bolshevik in every bush. The publi- 
cation .of correspondence which was seized 
from British Communists’ indicates with- 


Party in Great Britain has been subsidised 
from Russian sources. There also is little 
doubt, as Sir Austen Chamberlain stated, 
that the funds which have been sent tothe 
British miners ostensibly by their Russian 
colleagues really were subscribed by the 
Soviet Government in one of its many 
guises. Most reasonable men, however, 
will agree with the Foreign Secretary’s 
view that these facts do not justify such 
drastic steps as the termination of the 
‘trade agreement or the rupture of diplo- 
matic relations with Russia. The Soviet 
Government seems to be a mere tool in 
the hands of the Third International 
and the sinister “Polit Bureau.” These 
two bodies are subject to no canon of 
international law. They care nothing for 
the amenities of diplomatic intercourse. 
Their one object is to undermine the in- 
fluénce’ of ‘‘capitalism’’ on civilised 
society, and to that end they will stop at 
nothing. We can understand the feelings 
of those who demand a complete break 
with Russia; but would any good 
purpose be served by it? Whether or not 
diplomatic relations are maintained, the 
Bolsheviks will continue their pernicious 
propaganda. Is it.not reasonable to sup- 
pose, indeed, that.their activities would 
be increased in the event of a diplomatic 
rupture? The. presence of a Minister in 
London, coupled with the existence of a 
trade agreement, probably acts as a brake, 
however inadequate, on the intrigues of 
Russian agents in England; and, as Com- 
mander Hilton Young said yesterday, 
matters would be likely to become much 
worse should His Majesty’s. Government 
yield’ to the clamour for spectacular 
action.

The College has survived all the vicissi- 
tudes of politics and of sectarian strife, 
but is finding a subtler enemy in the work- 
ing of economic laws. Wholesale emigra- 
tion has reduced, to 
reduce, Connaught’s human stock.

The College itself and the people of 
Connaught are conscious of these diffi- 
culties, and have proposed a change of 
studies which may revive the College’s 
fortunes by the substitution of specialisa- 
tion for competition. They desire to 
“ Gaelicise’’ the College and to develop a 
school of agriculture ‘which will satisfy 
Connaught’s peculiar needs. The Free 
State Government is sympathetic; but 
it seeks time for thought, and Connaught 
is impatient of delay. 

Galway’s grief and anger at the supposed 
threat to her College will touch the feel- 
ings of the nation. We think that her 
instinct, in which we find a mixture of 
pride and economic shrewdness, is wholly 
sound. Galway’s place, as the capital cf 
an Irish province, owes much to the 
prestige of her University College Its 
fame—its very .existence—as a centre of 


for er-loss of trade, for the decay of her 
harbour, for the denudation of her 
countryside. Well may she fear that the 
closing of the College would be the begin- 
ning of the end—a spiritual not. less, than 
a physical admission of failure in the fight 
for life. Every good Irishman will hope 


argument. Britain needs every ounce of 
trade that she can secure. Business men 
are cynics so far as Governments are con- 
cerned. So long as their bills are paid 
they will accept contracts from any nation, 
and all the evidence goes to show that, in 
their private transactions, the Russians 
have been scrupulously honest. Last year 
Britain traded with' Russia tó the extent 
of £34,000,000. A diplomatic breach with 
the Soviet Government would involve the 
loss of this trade, which would be snapped 
up eagerly by France or Italy, both of 
whom, although bitter opponents of 
Bolshevism, do business extensively with 
Russian merchants. Russian propaganda 
in Britain is extremely dangerous, and 
the Government ought to enforce the law 
in the most stringent manner against its 
apostles. Every known agent of Moscow 
ought to be deported; but Sir Austen 
Chamberlain is right.in keeping his head. 


Ex-Service Men’s Houses. 


In Ddil Eireann last week President 
Cosgrave announced that about one 
thousand houses had been built in the 
Free State out of funds that are in the 
possession of the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ 
Housing Trust. To-day we.print a letter 
from General Sir William Hickie and Mr. 
A. P. Connolly, of the British Legion, in 
which they ‘declare that, with the excep- 
tion of a few at Thurles, no houses have 
been built by this Trust from the time 
when it was established in January, 1924, 
up to January of the present year. 
Clearly, there is a misunderstanding. The 
President. mentioned that two hundred 
houses had been built on the outskirts of 
Dublin, referring, apparently, to the 
Killester colony; but these houses were: 
built several years before the Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Housing Trust was formed. The 
funds at the disposal of the Trust amount 
to about £750,000. As Captain Redmond 
said during the Dáil debate, the release 
of this money for ex-Service men’s 
dwellings would benefit not only the men 
themselves, but the whole community. It 
would lessen the pressure on existing 
house accommodation; it would provide 
a considerable amount of employment at 
a time when work is scarce, and it 
would encourage private builders to 
take advantage of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s housing schemes. The money was 
voted by the Imperial Parliament, and, 
according to Captain Redmond, there is 
no good reason for the delay in applying 
it to the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. President Cosgrave said that he 
thought that he had advised the Sailors’ 
and Soldiers’ Housing Trust to begin work 
without. delay, in order to derive the 
fullest benefit from the Local Government 
Act, which remits two-thirds of the rates 
between the years 1927 and 1933. Even 
on Mr. Cosgrave’s assumption that one 
thousand houses already are in existence.

MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S VIEW. 

Mr. Lloyd George said that he simply inter- 
vened in the debate as one who was respon- 
sible, with Sir Robert Horne, for the nezo- 
tiation of the Trade Agreement. Personally, 
he entirely agreed with the con- 
clusion at which Lord Balfour had 
arrived. He was glad that the Govern- 
ment had the courage to take that line. 
The question was not whether they approved 
of the Russian Government, its principles 
and its methods, but whether they were 
going: to cancel a trade agreement that 
brought us trade to the extent of several 
millions a year. It was a very substantial 
trade. When was there a Government in 
Russia of which they could approve’ 
(Labour cheers.) 

There was nobody there who could give 
more formidable evidence against the 
Government that preceded the Bolshevik 
Government than the hon. and. gallant 
member. He was a very close student of 
the hon. member’s military reports, and if 
the information which was supplied by him 
had been acted upon by the Allies a very 
different story would be told about Russia. 
His information was about ‘the only accurate 
information they had of the condition of 
t%e Russian Army. _ He warned them—and 
warned them in time—of the condition of the 
Army, its equipment, its inefficiency and its 
corruption. (Labour cheers.) He behaved 
with very great courage. With great diffi- 
cu/ty he sent accounts of millions of the 
bravest peasants in the world, without rifles, 
going into action with sticks, rifles without 
ammunition, rifles of all sorts, gathered from 
every quarter of the globe, begging the Allies 
to onl anything. They could find hardly 
any guns, guns without ammunition, al] due 
to the corruption, not of the Bolsheviks— 
(Labour cheers)\—but of the Government 
whom those peasants, after three or four 
vears of cruel sacrifice, could stand no longer. 
They were betrayed by that Government, 
and the revolution was a reaction against the 
most cruel, dastardly and treacherous corrup- 
tion and mismanagement that had ever been 
inflicted on a brave people. (Labour cheers.) 

Sir A. Knox-——I do not think that the right 
hon. gentlemen is quite accurate in calling 
the old Russian Government treacherous. 
There was inefficiency and corruption, but 
when there was a move to the Left the cor- 
ruption got worse. 

Mr. I.loyd George said that the hon. mem- 
ber was inaccurate. The hon. member knew 
that, from the military point of view, from 
the point of view of efficiency, there was no 
comparison between the efficiency of the 
tolshevik military control and that which he 
reported to the Allies. The hon. member 
assented to that. The Bolshevik military 
control was not corrupt. One terrible tyranny 
which was efficient had been substituted for 
another tyranny, which was inefficient, 
corrupt, and treacherous. He could see no 
ground for the demand that the Trade Agree- 
ment should be cancelled. He was glad that 
the Government had stood by it, because, on 
the whole, it had worked well. 


THE DOCU ‘ENT. 

As to the recent Government publication, 
he really thought that at last the Home 
Secretary had dug something out—(Labour 
laughter)—but he had evidently cume to his 
conclusions before he got his evidence. It 
was a remarkable document; but, if any- 
thing, it vindicated the: Labour . Party.

The Parliamentary Labour Party 
sought,..and..obtained, from the Govern- 
ment a postponement of the second read- 
ing of the Eight Hours Bill, with a 
definite, if not confident, purpose. The 
representatives of Labour are appre- 
hensive lest the rates of wages to be 
offered in some of the mining areas on 
the ‘basis of an “eight-hour day should 
induce large numbers of men to return 
to work, with the consequence that the 
resistance of the Miners’ Federation, both 
to a reduction of wages and a lengthening 
of the working day, might quickly peter 
out after next week. 

Trade unionists are realising that the 
miners by refusing to negotiate a settlement 
on wages, and still delaying, even when 
the necessity was upon them of considering 
hours as well as wages, have brought much 
more. into jeopardy than the seven-hour cay 
in the mines ' 

WAGES AND HOURS. 
They foresee that if the miners’ hours of 
work are increased, it may be very difficult to 
resist movements on the same lines in other 
industries, more hours of work being made 
the alternative to. variations of wage rates. 
The trade union view always is that reduc- 
tions of wages in times of depression are pre- 
ferable to increases of hours, because the loss 
of financial ground is more easily recovered 
in better times. 
The political Labour movement, which has 
not incurred the miners’ displeasure to the 
same ertent as the General Council of the 
Trade Union Congress, has, therefore, been 
making an effort in what are regarded as the 
days of respite before the Eight Hours Bill 
again comes before Parliament to induce the 
miners to end the deadlock which has existed 
unchanged for eight weeks. 


MR. COOK'S RESPONSE. 

The object has been to obtain, if possible, a 
settlement on the basis of the Coal Commis- 
sion’s report and without an alteration of the 
hours of work, The statement made by Mr. 
Cook at Coventry yesterday is, no doubt, a 
public response to these endeavours. 


MR. COOK’S OFFER. 

In a speech at Tamworth last evening Mr. 
Cook: said that next Tuesday they were to 
consider the withdrawal of safety men. Mr. 
Baldwin knew that he could suspend the 
Eight Hours Act, and as long as the Miners’ 
Federation was intact it. would never be 
worked, 

On the morning that Mr. Baldwin declared 
an armistice, he would find Cook and Smith 
ready to meet him. The more quickly they 
got back to the status quo the better: for 
everybody.

EX-MINISTER UNDER 
SUSPICION.

MADRID, Friday. 

The Government has issued a long and 
unusually frank statement explaining the 
discovery of a conspiracy which led to the 
arrest of some 3) persons on Wednesday 
night. It is known that one general officer 
has. been arrested, and others are reported to 
be under suspicion, among whom is Captain 
General Don Valeriano Weyler, the grand 
old man of the Spanish Army, whose loyalty 
to the Crown has hitherto been beyond dis- 
pute and above suspicion; also General 
Aguilera, a former Minister of War. 

Public telephonic communication with 
Valencia and Barcelona, which seems to have 
been the storm centre, has been suspended 
by the authorities. The timely discovery of 
the plot by the police enabled the authorities 
to act effectively, and, unless the movement 
has unsuspected roots in the army at home, 
it is possible that the danger point has 
passed. 


MADRID NOT EXCITED. 

The public in Madrid, at least, shows little 
interest in the affair. No placards or news 
bills are permitted, and the entire Press 
prints only the official story. People carry 
on their business apparently quite content 
that thev can do so in peace. 

The Government discovered the plot in 
time to forestal it.

SCANDAL. | 
CLOSE OF TEMPERANCE 
CONGRESS. 


Before it closed, the Fourth Triennial Con- 
gress of the Catholic Total Abstinerice Fede- 
ration, in the Concert Hall, Rotunda, Dublin, 
yesterday. passed a resolution calling the at- 
tention of the authorities once again to the 
‘* continuous scandal ” of licences for intoxi- 
cating drink at all-night balls and dances. 

In his address from the chair, the Presi- 
dent, the Very Rev. P. Coffey, D.B.5b., 
M.A., Maynooth College, said that the foun- 
dets of the Father Mathew Union and the 
Federation. almost certainly would: have 
shrunk from their task im 1914 could they 
have foreseen the decade just past. ‘The 
Federation, however, had Éil cr in. mak- 
ing the Irish people realise that, compared 
with other countries, they were very back- 
ward in their toleration of, and subservience 


now, as the result of an investigation of the 
defects of the liquor laws, the Federation had 
put forward a programme which embodied 
reform, and which, he believed,» would be 
endorsed by public opinion. 

THE CONFIRMATION PLEDGE. 

In the course of a paper on ‘“Temperance 
Organisation Amongst Juveniles,’’ the Rev. 
Father Flinn, S.J., questioned whether the 
Confirmation pledge was as effective as it 
should be. It was common knowledge that 
numbers of young boys of 18 to 20 were 
taking drink at sports and meetings, while 
girls of 18 and 19 were taking drink at dances 
and various social functions, He feared that 
the number was on the increase. 

Outside of the places in which organised 
temperance work for the young was carried 
on, Father Flinn declared, probably less than 
20 per cent. of the young people were kept 
from drink by the Confirmation pledge alone. 
He suggested that arrangements should be 
made for the renewal of the Confirmation 
pledge, and that they must. be banded 
together. To secure that double object it was 
desirable to introduce into as many parishes 
or schools. either the Young Crusaders or the 
Juvenile Total Abstinence Association of the 
Sacred Heart. 

Speaking on ‘‘ Adult Organisation and 
Federatiop of the Cathoiic Temperance Forces 
in Ireand,” the Rev. Father Angelus, 
O.S.F.C., said that the ideal situation was 
to have a total abstinence society exist- 
ing in every parish in Ireland. Then 
Every parish society in the country should 
be linked up with the Central Executive, 
thus forming a network of living active 
branches, all united and forming an organised 
Temperance Army in the Catholic Total 
Abstinence Federation. At present the total 
number of affiliated societies on the register 
of the Federation was 430, but only 250 were 
in good standing. 

He was inclined to think that many of 
their priests did not seem to have grasped 
the great. need for constant persevering 
temperance work. The one remedy for this 
state of affairs was a substantial increase in 
the number of earnest, hard-w@rking total- 
abstaining pr®sts who would devote them- 
selves to the need for temperance among 
their flock. 

The Rev. Father Donovan suggested that 
when taking the Temperance Pledge children 
should be asked to join a temperance associa- 
tion. 

The Rev. Father O’Ryan said that the 
organisation was not Prohibition. Ireland 
was not ripe for Prohibition, but he believed 
that it would come. 

THE LIQUOR REPORT. 

The report of the Executive Committee for 
the: years 1923-1926 stated that the death of 
Cardinal Logue had deprived the Federation 
of its highest and most powerful and devoted 
patron. 

Regarding temperance legislation, the re- 
port stated that the refusal of the Liquor 
Commission to hear Mr. Dunne’s evidence 
was clearly a matter for protest. Mr. Dunne 
was put forward by the Federation’s Execu- 
tive aS a workingman, a trade unionist, and a 
man with direct personal knowledge of the 
subject. His evidence, in the opinion of the 
Commission “would serve no useful pur- 
pose.”’ Yet it was vital. 

The liquor trade had _ urged as a plea 
against further restrictive legislation that 
they were. “the great employers of labour.” 
Mr. Dunne’s evidence would have conclusively 
proved that, in proportion to the capital in- 
vested, or profits made, the liquor trade gave 
less employment than any other. 

The report added that Mr. Dunne, in his 
notes of evidence, pleaded for far greater re- 
strictions of hours than the Commission dared 
to recommend. It was regretted that. he 
was not allowed to deal with the fact that, 
while the maximum hours of work in London 
public houses was 59 per week, Dublin public 
houses were open 804 hours per week. The 


Commission had issued a report which fell 
far short of what the gravity of the drink evil 
demanded.

“WE WANT OUR COLLEGE.”’ 

In proposing the resolutions, the Most Rev. 
Dr. O'Doherty, Bishop of Galway, who had 
a tremendous reception, stated that when 
he spoke of. the Minister of Education he 
wanted it to be distinctly understood that he 
was speaking of the Government as a whole. 
It would not do, when questions of this kind 
arose, to say that the Minister of Finance 
blocked the way. Whatever had heen done

_ If the Government want us to 
interest in marine biology, they must first 
protect our shores; they must first show an 
interest in the people trying to make a living 
out of the fisheries; they must see that the 
legislative rights of the fishermen are not 
taken from them, and then, when the fish are 
available, they may, even in the University, 
examine the habits of the fish. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 

In the mattér of Irish, he though! 
there was little sincerity on the part of the 
present Government, who were neglecting the 
largest Gaeltacht in Ireland—in the West. 
They had established a preparatory college 
in Dublin and another in Dingle, but none 
in the Connaught Gaeltacht. 

The suggestion in the propdsal at one of 
the conferences, that Galway should be 
governed like the other universities, but should 
remain under the Ministry of Education, m 
case Dublin and Cork were converted into 
separate and district colleges, was that no 
body of men could be found in Connacht to 
govern the college honestly, that there would 
be corruption, and that the wrong men would 
be appointed. It was an astounding proposal. 
coming from Mr. Blythe or anyone else. and 
I say that a man in his position should not 
make a statement like that, said Dr. 
O'Doherty. He has had reason since 'o be 
careful about throwing mud.

HOWTH HERRING 
SEASON. 


AWAITING THE SHOALS. 

The first week of the 1926 herring fishing 
season at Howth, which concludes this morn- 
ing, has been fairly successful, considering 
‘that a start was made much earlier than 
in former years. The fish have not yet arrived 
in shoals on the usual fishing grounds, but 
catches have been made almost a fortnight in 
advance of recent seasons, 

Close on a dozen motor-driven fishing boats 
went out from Howth during the wt and 
all secured some fish. The best night was 
Tuesday last, when 170 cran (800) were landed 
on the West Pier. The catches of Wednesday 
and Thursday nights were around 40 cran for 
the whole fleet. 

Although the outside buyers have not yet 
begun operations, the prices for the week were 
quite satisfactory. The lowest was £1 a cran 
on Wednesday morning last, when only a 
i small class of herring was on offer. Yester- 
| day morning s catches consisted of splendid 
‘large herrings, and prices went as high as 
(59s. Each herring was worth from one half- 
| penny to three farthings to the fishermen, 
| but in the Dublin shops the prices were two- 
pence each. What was offered in the shops 
might, be described as the smallest fish of the 
catches. 

The curing of the herring has been carried 
on on the West Pier during the week, and 
with improving catches the Howth season 
should be in full swing by the end of next 
week. One vessel of the large fleet of drifters 
that is coming has arrived. With the public 
water supply now laid on to the berthing 
am on the pier, those boats can fill their 

ilers in Howth.

The Judge said that it was a trous 
state of affairs that living apartments should 
be in such a place as this. He found that 
there was no nuisance created by O'Donnell, 
and, therefore, reversed the decree and dls- 
missed the application for possession.
